summary | of Pens from “the Fav East. 
——— 
JAPAN, 

From this quarter we still receive conflicting accounts re- 
garding the progress of the civilwar. Advices from Yokohama 
state that in three engagements out of four the Tycoon’s troops 
had been victorious, while Nagasaki accounts affirm that all 
four battles had been gained by Choshiu’s forces. The latest 
telegraphic news which comes from Shanghai under date Sept. 
5th, confirms the defeat of the Tycoon in at least one case, 
The same telegram also announces that a treaty of commerce 
and navigation between Italy ¢nd Japan was signed at Yedo on 
the 25th Aug. It will come into operation on Jan. 1, 1867. 

YOKOHAMA, 

Onr latest advices from this port are to the 13th August. 
The English mail of the 16th June, conveying also telegraphic 
news to the 27th of that month, was-received on the 8th August, 
The following summary of news is from the Japan Herald :— 

“The news from Osaka is more stirring than for some time 
past. War has commenced between the Tycoon and Choshiu. 
Up to Saturday, the 4th August, intelligence had reached Yoko- 
hama from Osaka, to the effect that in three engagements tho 
troops of the Tycoon had prevailed sgainst those of Choshiu, 
The scene of action was Oshimagoori, in the province of Soowo, 
one of the two provinces composing the estate of Mori. The 
troops engaged on the side of the Tycoon were 5,000 or 6,000 
men, under command of Matadaira Okino-kami, and someinfantry 
and artillery (about 1,200) drilled in the European style. 
-Oshimagoori is near the sea—eo much 0, that it is declared 
that the Fusiyama took part in the combats with good effect. 
In the last battle the Daimios Sakakibara and Tachibono com~- 
menced the attack. The Matchi Oshimagoori was taken and 
after the triple success the Tyooon’s troops marched as far as 
Iwakonie. Mori and his son Nagato were in the castle of Ya- 
magotchi, a very strong place fortified after latest {European 
strategic rules, Ogasawara Ikino Kami was at Kokoora waiting 
for steamers to convey him and his force to the seat of war. It 
appears that Simonoseki was occupied by the Tycoon’s troops 
without opposition before war began. The Tycoon is at Osaka 
with about half of his troops, His little equadron is at Simo- 
noseki and Oshimagoori. 

The opinion of high Japanese officers seems to be that the 
war will be short. They say they are fighting Ronins, and that 
Mori is overruled by them and is not hostile to the Government. 
We entertain serious doubts on this score and await results

Later advices confirm the foregoing and add—* The Tycoon’s 
troops occupy Oosima, and Choshiu’s foroes had made an attack 
on the ports on the other side of the Straits. They were, how- 
ever, repulsed, but not before they had destroyed several towns, 


't.! In these operations Choshiu lost two ships.”* On the other 


hand the latest item of intelligence ‘from Osaka is less favour- 
able to the Tycoon’s cause, being ss follows: “A body of the 
Tycoon’s forces under Sakakil and Ikanomono Kamihas 
been attacked and defeated by Choshiu’s troops at Toshaigowa, 
near Oshimagoori. Details are not given.” 

In consequence of the constant firing scross the Straits, and 
the blockade of Simonoseki by the Tyooon, the Gorogio haa 
requested the foreign Ministers to proclaim the closing of the 
inland sea until the war is over and the blogkade raised. This, 
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so far as British ships are concerned, Her Majesty’s Minister 
has power to do, according to the terms of the order in 
Council. But what answer he and his colleagues will give has 
yet to be decided. On being pressed to say what was in- 
tended by the interdiction of European vessels through the 
Straits of Simonoseki for awhile, the Gorogio has replied that 
they are not very perticularas to the mere passago through, 
provided they do not anchors but they cannot be answerable 
if they are hit by shot from either side. 

The Tokaido has been crowded during the week with coolies 
taking munitions to Osaka, From the constant drain of popu- 
lation from Yedo towards the seat of war—some to join the 
army, some to see the fighting, and others on speculation to 
neo if anything can be gained, the Tycoon’s capital looks every 
day more and more deserted. 

Kubota Sentaro, the Colonel (not General, as we have been 
in the habit ef calling him) lately commanding the troops at 
Kanagawa, isin Yedo in good health. The troops he com- 
manded werd raised from the peasantry after the manner of 
Europeans, as a trial, and were not of the ordinary class of Sa- 
moural, ‘The trial was only a partial success, one half did ex- 
tremely well, and have gone to Osaka to join the Tycoon’s force 
there ; the other half nothing could be made of, and they were 
sent to their homes. Kubota Sentaro could not go to Osaka 
with the portion that was sent thither, as it would have been 
lowering him after being in command of upwards of 1,000 men 
to give him command of only half of the number. Ho was ap- 
pointed to the charge of all munitions of war in Yedo, and his 
services acknowledged by an advance of two steps in promotion. 

‘The Italian frigate Magenta is again at Yedo. The plenipo- 
tentiary of Italy has commenced the conferences for the treaty 
between his country and Japan. He is temporarily lodged at 
Dai Tchoodje, the temple once occupied by the British Legation. 

The Daimio Midzoo Idzoumi no Kami, who lately resigned his 
seat in the Gorogio, is confined as a prisoner in his own house. 
The exact reason is unknown. That given, however, by public 
report, and most generally believed, is, that orders having come 
from Osaka for an additional tax to be laid on Yedo, Midzoo 
Idzoumi no Kami opposed its levy, saying that the city had’con- 
tributed already so largely that the greatest distress prevailed ; 
and that, to prove the correctness of his opinion, he incited the 
leaders of the ricc-rioters to make the emeule recorded in our 
last issue. 

Among the visitors to Yokohama were H.E, the Governor of 
Macao,and the Duo d’Alencon. The hospitality of the British 
Legation was offered to the latter on his arrival, but he pre- 
ferred to remain for the present at the Commercial Hotel. [He 
is accompanied by his secretary, Baron Bache. It is his inten- 
tion to make one or two {excursions in the neighbourhood of 
Yokohama, after which he will pay a visit to Yedo, where the 
building of the British Legation will be placed at his disposal. 

Major General Guy, commanding H.B.M.’s troopsin China 
and Japan, was expected to arrive very shortly. 

With regard to the visit of the British Minister to Kagosima, 
the Herald says:—“ The visit of Sir Harry Parkes to Kago- 
sima has not the political significance that some attach to it, 
He is quite justified in accepting the invitation of the Prince of 
Satsuma, and, as British Minister, has perfect right to go to 
Kagosima or any other port or place in Japan where it would 
be against law for those unconnected with the legations to show 
themselves. But he is not the man even to entertain the ques- 
tion of diplomatic relations between his Government and Sat- 
suma or 2 confederacy of Daimios. He would be acting treache- 
rously if he even lietened to proposals that had for their end the 
upsetting of the Tycoon’s throne and Government, or the setting 
aside of treaties already made, He may be impulsive,tas some 
have recently proclaimed him. His first impulse, if such pro- 
posals were whispered to him, would be to embark forthwith, 
and leave the territory of one who could have so unworthy an 
opinion of him as to suppose him capable of lending his ear to 
them.” 

An amusing incidert has happened at the celebrated sulphur 
baths of Atami, a watering placo situated at the foot of Fusi- 
yama, which is thus narrated in the Japan Times :— 

“Our readers are aware that M. Leon Roches, the French 
Minister, has lately been at the baths of Atami, whither he has 

resorted to try the effect of the sulphur spring thero on a 
chronic rheumatism to which he is a martyr. This spring is 
well known to, and much admired by, the Japanese in this 
neighbourhood, and its virtues are undeniable. The hot well, 
for which the place is famous, is about a quarter of a mile 








from the beach, and resembles, when quiescent, a mere hole 
or cavity among some rocks, Every four hours, as regular as 
a clock, takes place an eruption of the sulphur well beneath, 
A few puffs of steam are first seen ejected from the hole— 
which increases in rapidity and yolume until the water leaps 
out. The action lasts ten minutes, during which the water 
inoreases in heat and intensity of flow, until the temperature 
rises to such 8 pitch that nothing comes from the hole but a 
prodigious jet of steam, which, with a great roar, dashes against 
the large stone spoken of above, and finally rises in a magnifi- 
cent pillar two or three hundred feet into the air, which gra- 
dually dissolves as the action of the spring weakens, and tho 
flow of steam diminishes and finally ceases altogether. The 
strong impregnation of sulphur is perfectly distinct to the smell 
and taste of any one standing in the enclosure during the erup- 
tion, The precious water flows away into a tank, built behind 
the large upright stone, and is thence conducted by the usual 
bamboo tubes into the various bathing houses in the village 
below. 

It appears that the French Minister had taken up his quarters 
among the hills, a mile or two from Atami, and was in thehabit 
of having the water brought to him from the spring day by day. 
The village Yakonins of course soon thought they saw a fine 
opportunity for a ‘squeeze ;’ 80, as soon as M. Roches had 
fairly established his ménage, proposed to him the modest sum 
of 30 boos per diem as compensation for the labour of bringing 
him his diurnal baths. This was of course resisted. His Ex- 
cellency, knowing very well the price of coolie hire, said that he 
did not mind three boos a day, which was about twice the 
proper tariff, but thirty boos he would not pay. The officiala— 
applyiag the great economic law of demand and supply in a 
novel way, viz., holding the ‘supply’ thinking that they could 
‘demand’ what they chose—persisted. Then the Minister 
threatened to write to their superiors in Yedo, and bring them 
to condign punishment, but still they would not givein. Thus 
stood matters when the Magenta passing rather close saw the 
French flag flying and dropped anchor in the bay. This was a 
pleasant distraction for an invalid Minister, and M. Roches 
invited the officers up to his house. Next morning, on his 
returning their visit on board the corvette, the usual salute was 
fired. Fired; with most unexpected effect—dire was the con- 
sternation in Atami—all thought a bombardment had com- 
menced, and that the place was given up to destruction—for 
squeezing a Minister! ‘The fisher left his skiff to rock’ wher- 
ever it happened to be at the moment, the cabinet maker 
dropped his tool, and the Yakonins the abacus on which they 
were calculating their ill-gotten gains. All the able-bodied men 
in Atami fled up into the hills, the women, children, and house- 
hold goods were rapidly thrust into hiding places of safety, and 
none but bedridden cripples were left in Atami, when the 
Minister returned to tiffin. In due course the Yakonins pre- 
sented:themselves, it is said, in sackcloth and ashes, pleading 
hard for their lives, offering exchange for building villa residences, 
buying horses, &c., &c., at five boos for the dollar and daily 
hundreds of gallons of highly sulphuretted water considerably 
below cost price. A cgnvention and tariff were, after due deli- 
beration, arranged, the people were persuaded with great diffi- 
culty to return to their homes, which they found much to their 
astonishment in sfatu quo, and in about six-and-thirty hours 
tranquillity was restored. And so the bombardment of Atami 
has become an historical fact.” 

NAGASARI. 
Dates from this port are to the 12th August. 
Choshiu’s troops are said to have beaten the Tycoon’s forces in 
three engagements, and each time to have made captures of 
guns. A further report had just reached Nagasaki to the 
effect that a fourth battle had been fought, with great slaughter 
on both sides, in which the Tycoon’s troops were signally 
defeated with great loss of officers, men, and guns. The last 
report, however, though generally believed, wants confirmation, 

Sir Harry Parkes and M, Roches, the French Minister, had 
visited Simonoseki and had interviews with Choshiu. With 
regard to Sir Harry Parkes’ visit to Kagosima, his Excellency had 
caused the Gorogio to be informed that the visit was strictly of 
a private character, having nothing whatever to do with politics, 
Sir Harry Parkes received the invitation for himself and as 
many of the officers who accompanied him as could avail them- 
selves of it,to enjoy a few days’ shooting, aud most naturally was 
most happy to accept it, Mr. Glover, of Nagasaki, was also 
on a visit to Kagosima. 
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‘The steamer Hagle had been sold by Walsh and Co. to [the 
Tycoon for $180,000 or $185,000, and the Mercury has been 
sold by Glover and Co. for $30,000. The export of rice had 
been prohibited, but prices were still very high, Trade had 
been very dull, recently, in consequence of the high rate of 
exchange—305 ichibous per $100, Great complaint had been 
made that officials should alone have the privilege of drawing 
ichibous at the rate of 300 to the $100; but now’ that the 
current rate of exchange had passed even this limit, there were 
few merchants who were not anxious for its reduction to the 
normal limit of 240 or 250,

SHANGHAI. 

The mail of June 26 arrived out on 8th August, and the 

dates of this mail are down to the 17th August. In reference 
. to the murder of the Catholic priests in Corea, the following 
appears in the North China Daily News :— 

‘The American schooner General Sherman is believed to have 
left. Chefoo for Corea, though she cleared nomiually for Passiet. 
She is heavily armed, and carries a large crew ; Mr. Thomas, the 
author of several articles which have appeared lately in the 
London and China Express regarding the Corea, accompanied 
her. The French missionary who brought intelligence of the 
Iste massacre of his companions intends shortly to visit 
Shanghai. . 

It is believed that some twenty or thirty lives were lost on 
board the Williamette, through her collision with the Plymouth 
Rock near Kiukeang. She had 900 soldiers on board returning 
from the recent disturbance in the salt districts ; a number of 
these were asleep on the paddle-box, which was completely cut 
away by the céllision, and were of course thrown overboard and 
drowned. The Williamette, which was at anchor at the time, 
is so seriously damaged that it eeems doubtful whether it will 
be possible to repair her. 

It is with much regret that we have to announce the death 
of Captain Townsend of the U.S.9. Wachusetts, which resulted 
from sunstroke at Chinkiang. Mr. Kelly, the mate of the same 
vessel, died from a similar cause. We also hear that two men 
on board the Algerize were struck down. 

‘The Fete Napoleon was celebrated by a Ze Dewm at the paro- 
chial church on the French concession ; the ceremony being 
very imposingly conducted, and being attended by a large num- 
ber of the officials, both Naval and Civil, of various nationali- 
ties. 

‘The Glengyle brings intelligence that the river has at length 
ceased rising at Hankow, though there is not yet any apparent 
decrease. She left on the 12th, and there had been no rise for 
two days previously. It had risen on the 10th Aug. to four feet 
on the Bund, 

Messrs. Latimer, Little, and Co.’s Kiukiang property was sold 
by Messrs. Cowie and Co. for tls, 15,700. 

‘We understand that the various Consuls in Shanghai are 
about to make a formal protest to the Ministers at Peking with 
respect to the new Municipal Regulations for the French Con- 
cession,

If any proof of the extreme heat of the sun were required, 
beyond personal experience, it would be afforded by the fact 
that six of the Chinamen employed in building the Masonic- 
hall were struck down by the sun in eon day, at their work, 
Thefnext day, we learn, eight deaths ocourred amoug sailors, who 
habitually come on shore with only a straw hat or some still 
less adequate covering for the head. 

‘We regret to learn that the Foh-ke-lin has brought back the 
bodies of the captain and mate of the Bridgetown, both of whom. 
died of sunstroke on their way down the river. 

The recaptured convicts, West and Maolean, were sent down 
to Hong Kong per steamer Cadiz,a consular constable accom- 
panying them as far as the Saddles, from whence he returned 
in the pilot boat. It is to be hoped that the P. and O. officers 
will keep them safe at Hong Kong until they are delivered over 
to the custody of the proper authorities. 

A flock of Tientsin sheep, belonging to J. Markham, Esq., 
grazing on the old racecourse, were at 6 AM. quite well and 
lively, at 10 4, @ messenger reported that the sheep were ap- 
parently sick, and at quarter-past eleven it was found that the 
whole, 32 in number, were dead. As there is great suspicion of 
poison having been {administered to them, one or two of the 
carcases are being analysed. Another flock, grazing in the same 
neighbourhood, is still in good health. It is reported that the 
Russians intend shortly to annex the southern half of the island 
of Saghalien, in which they have already several settlements. 

Messrs. Hall and Holtz have undertaken the agency of Grant's 
Courier Service via Kiachta, and have issued the following notice 
of charges :—For twenty words, 15 taels ; thirty, 20 taels ; forty 
25 taels ; fifty, 30 (taels; and for every ten words extra, 5 tls. 
Special couriers will be despatched from Tientsin and Kiachta 
at any moment for 150 taels, An allowance of 5 per cent. will 
be made on regular weekly messages, p 

It is announced from Chinkeang that Mr. Harvey, the Con- 
sul, had suddenly left the place, en route to Hong. 

AMOY, 

Native reports say that Ting-jih-cheng will shortly return to 
his post at Yangchow, having accomplished the object of his 
mission to Changchow. 

A gentleman recently from Tokao, on the west coast of For- 
mosa, reports on the whole very satisfactorily regarding the 
commercial prospects of that port, which is situated about 28 
miles south of Taiwan, the capital of the island. There are 
about a dozen of Europeans, exclusive of the missionaries 
resident there. The harbour is large and spacious, but not of 
sufficient depth of water to allow of vessels drawing over 
twelve feet to enter. The climate is delicious; during the 
south-west monsoon a refreshing breeze prevails, and the 
north-east winds do not afiect Takao, inasmuch as it is protected 
by high hills on that quarter. For the last few months trade 
in imports had not been in a very flourishing condition; as 
for exports, sugar had been shipped off in large quantities by 
Chinese, especially during the first part of the season, com- 
mencing in January; of rice only small parcels were exported 
in Chinese junks, owing to a prohibition on the part of the 
Tautai at Taiwan to permit grain to quit the country. With 
respect to this prohibition, {which is against treaty stipulations, 
akind of protest bas been despatched to Peking. The docu- 
ment is signed by all the Consuls of Amoy, and more will be 
heard on this subject before long. Camphor continues a mono- 
poly of contractors with the mandarins of Tamsui. The Island 
of Formosa is remarkably fertile, and for purposes of colonisa- 
tion our informant praises it very highly. 

HONG KONG. 

The Feiscen has gained a salvage of $4,000 for the aid ren- 
dered to the Hong Kong at the time of her being run ashore 
by mutinous coolies embarked at Macao. The judge of the 
Vice-Admiralty Court ruled that the latter was not derelict at 
the time of her salvage, and considerable disappointment will 
doubtless be felt by those belonging to the Feiscen atthe verdict, 

The reported amalgamation of the steamboat companies, or 
rather the sale of the vessels owned by Messrs. Russell and Co,, 
to the limited company, is likely to be satisfactory to everyone 
who wishes well to the rival firms whose names represent the 
conflicting interests, 

‘The following on the Coolie trade is from the Evening Mail :— 

“We have been permitted to make the following extract 
from a letter received last mail by a gentleman in Hong Kong, 
from the captain of a ship bound to Havana with coolies, The 
letter is dated ‘June 28, off Scilly Point,’ the writer being on 
his voyage to England, after delivering the coolies, 
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— 
“ Soon after leaving Anjer, a plot was set on foot amongst 
‘our cargo of coolies to treat us as some other poor creatures 
have been served. This was during some hot calm weather, 
when they had nothing else to think of but making mischief. 
Our old Chinese steward was the one to give us the first infor- 
mation. A strict look out was kept that night, aud our pistols 
Next morning two corporals (i.¢, police among the 

coolies, of which we had very good and zealous ones), sought 
out and tied by their tails all the suspected coolies, and 
after breakfast we had a regular court of inquiry 
when the whole plot was revealed by them accusing 
one another, It was, for one of their number to jump 
overboard, and while some of the crew were endeavouring to 
rescue him and the others about their work, to rush in a body 
aft, murder us all, and get possession of a fabulous amount of 
dollars which they imagined we had on board, and take the 
ship to China. They had appointed their captain, chief mate, 
&., who of course were the ringleaders in their pretty scheme. 
However, the end of it was, when all had been examined, that 
@ dozen of them got each a dozen lashes, and another twelve two 
dozen. How they did yell out! Some of them wanted their 
heads cut off in preference. The two ringleaders were kept 
in irons for some days, and I am happy to say that was 
the end of it. There never was the least trouble afterwards ; 
they were as orderly as possible. They all got quite fat, 
respectable, and cleanly-looking before reaching Havana, 
and we lost only two after leaving Anjer. With 


respect to the company to whom we were consigned, 
I can only say that their arrangements are most 
liberal and their transactions truly honourable. A complete 


register of the Chinamen is strictly kept in their own office, 
containing the date of engagement (on leaving Macao harbour), 
the date of each transfer, to what district each coolie is taken, 
the name of planter who hires him, the coolie’s vocation, &c. 
If the coolie, during his term of service, has good ground for 
complaint of ill-treatment, he can change to another estate, 
They are clothed, lodged, fed, and medically treated, all gratis ; 
and though their pay ($1 per month) is small for Cuba, still 
they have opportunities of making outside pidgin; so that 
those who keep clear of the gambling dens and nre industrious 
frequently make plenty of money. Many are settled down in the 
island. A‘great many whose time of service has expired are work- 
ing‘at high rates of wages on their own account. About sixty left 
in the Emma Matilda on their return to China, paying $102 
each for their passage—you may be sure carrying a few dollars 
with them also. The Josephita y Almira was expected to leave 
in about a month after us direct for Hong Kong, and would 
probably take three hundred more Chinese back at the 
same rates, No doubt there are dark scenes in the system at 
Macao, but that is confined to the Chinese (native broker) 
collectors, and does not attach to the company or their agents, 
and in that respect the British emigration (jree, forsooth) 
is exactly on the same footing. Mr. S. has no more idea 
than the man in the moon where or how his Chinese brokers 
get the coolies. The coolie in Demerara has a shorter term of 
service. A great advantage granted; but I much doubt if he 
is better off in other respects. Certainly he has a much worse 
climate to work in. One thing I am convinced of is that the 
emigration to Havana is just as free as to Demerara, and is a 
great boon to the class of men (animals you may term them, so 
long as they remain in China) from which the emigrants are 
taken. They have not a ghost of a chance to better themselves 
in their own country.” . 

From another part of the same letter wo take the following, 
relating to theJosephita y Almira, with coolies to Havana :— 

“They had a great deal of trouble. They had three muti- 
nies amongst their coolies before reaching Anjer, and had to 
put into Batavia, Their crew were nearly as bad as the coolies. 
Through the dilatoriness or misbehaviour of the crew, the ship 
got on shore in Gaspar Strait. They would not obey Captain 
Lee's orders. Two days after this the coolies made an attempt 
on the ship. It appears that a great number of them rushed 
aft, armed with belaying pins, knives, pots, or anything they 
could lay their hands on, One wretch actually got into Mrs. 
Lee's cabin and was making up to her, when she seized a sword 
and stood on her defence; at the same moment the steward 
camo in and felled the Chinaman to the ground. Then a fight 
occurred on deck, but the crew obtained the mastery, and a 
large number of coolies were put in irons, and some were 
brought into Havana still in chains.” . 








On the meeting of the Legislative Council, the Evehing 
Mail says :— 

His Excellency opened the meeting by remarking that he 
thought it best that the Council should at once come to a de- 
cision upon the question of revenue, and determine whether 
they would increase the revenue, or cut down tho expenditure. 
‘That he thought it would be best to pass the Stamp Act through 
its second reading, so that it could be published in full for the 
information and opinion of tho public. 

Mr. Whittall opposed the second reading of the ordinance, 
He thought it could not be said that the colony was under taxed, 
when so small a portion of it paid £200,000 per annum. That 
the colony owed much of its success to its freedora from taxa- 
tion, and the new taxes would create distrust in the minds of 
the Chinese. He thought there was no immediate necessity for 
an increase of the revenue. and he proposed to defer 
the passing of the Stamp Act for twelve months. To 
meet the deficiency in the revenue, he would advise 
that the new road be given up, and that they should 
not accept the gunboat as offered by the Home Govern- 
ment ; these two items would give $49,000, leaving a surplus 
of $17,000. He hoped that an increase of the revenue might 
be looked for, and that public money would not be squandered 
as it has been in building works so badly that they had to be 
rebuilt yearly. That there were several lots of land that might 
be sold at Battery Point which would realise $60,000, and that 
by 1867 the Mint will have proved a success and pay for itself, 
or a failure and be abandoned. He then proposed to postpone 
the Stamp Act for twelve months, and suggested that a police 
tax could be raised to meet the expenses of the Pok-foo-lum 
waterworks, His Excellency expressed his dissent from Mr. 
Whittall’s opinion, and Mr. Dent and Mr. Rennie both offered 
remarks on the subject, the former in support of, and the latter 
in opposition to Mr. Whittall’s proposition. The motion for a 
second reading of the Act was carried by four to three. 

The Daily Press says:—The Stamp Act was read a second 
time in the Legislative Council, in the face of the united oppo- 
sition of all the non-official members. One after the other, in 
vigorous and argumentative speeches Mr. Whittall, Mr. Dent, 
and Mr. Gibb said that they protested against the measure ; 
they affirmed on their experience of the trade of this place that 
it was calculated to have a most disastrous effect on commerce ; 
they stated as a fact that the Chinese trading classes were 
already alarmed by the ordinances that had been passed, and 
they gave it as their opinion, based on the knowledge of the 
Chinese character, which in the course of business they must 
have acquired, that the introduction of the Stamp Act would 
heighten that alarm to a dangerous extent. In spite of all this, 
in spite of the fact that the matter under discussion was a pieco 
of commercial legislation and that the three commercial men 
on the council were earnestly opposed to it, the Governor 
carried it over their heads by the votes of the official brigade, 
The whole responsibility of passing this measure rests on the 
Governor, because the votes of the official members count for 
nothing in the public estimation. We all kuow that they can- 
not vote otherwise. We all know that with strong convictions 
against any measure ‘before them they yet must vote with the 
Governor, under pain of dismissal, according to the principle 
laid down in Mr. Cardwell’s despatch, Itis the Governor who 
says the Stamp Act shall be, against the voices of Mr. Whittall 
and Mr. Dent. Mr. Gibb says, “ This measure is disastrous ; we 
as commercial men know it to be disastrous, and protest against 
it.” That he accepts such a responsibility is amazing, 

ELMS, Osprey, which left Hong Kong on the 2nd August, 
returned into harbour on the 13th, She only succeeded in 
finding two piratical junks, which she made out on the 8th, 
and proceeded to overhaul them ; finding escape impossible 
they ran on to shore near Hang-go-tsin in Hainan. The crews 
deserted the junks and escaped inland, On the Osprey getting 
within range she fired a few shot and shell at the junks, and 
then sent her boats to burn them. which was accordingly done, 
though in effecting it ono man was seriously burnt by the 
explosion; he, however, {has since been doing well. She 
afterwards proceeded to Sama Bay, where the piratical 
fleet was lately destroyed. A white button mandarin, with a 
party of soldiers, had arrived there since the pirates were de- , 
stroyed, Some‘ of the soldiers had been ill-treating the vil- 
lagers in the vicinity, who had given information which led to 
the discovery of the pilongs, One soldier was found plundering 
@ house by a party of blue-jackets who were getting wood off to 
theship, and by them subjected toa summary punishment, 
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known on board ships as a “ cobbing,” an operation in which @ | Return of the average amount of notes in circulation at the 


rope’s end plays a conspicuous part in the hands of a good per- 
former. 

According to the following account it would appear that 
Hong Kong coolies can compare with any smart Yankee :— 
Last night, when the bag of an eminent firmwas handed into 
the post-office window for receipt of the mail letters, some 
scoundrel in waiting stepped forward when the hong name was 
called, and received the bag, leaving the proper coolie to return 
without it, This morning several of the letters were picked up 
by Europeans, who found them floating in the water near the 
Mint, and were fortunately restored to their lawful owners 
Another firm in the habit of receiving a large number of letters 
has not received any by this mail, and it is supposed that a 
similar trick has been played them. It is to be hoped that our 
energetic Postmaster-General will be able to devise some means 
of putting a stop to such an infamous proceeding. 

The following discussion on the Hong Kong Bank took place 
at the meeting of the Council on the 14th August. The mem- 
bers present being :—His Excellency the Governor, the Hon. 
the Acting Chief Justice, the Hon. the Attorney-General, the 
Hon. the Acting Colonial Secretary, the Hon. Colonial 
Treasurer, the Hon. Mr. Whittall, the Hon. Mr. Dent, the Hon, 
Mr. Gibb, Beforefthe second reading of the Ordinance respect- 
ing the incorporation of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank Corporation, his Excellency remarked that since the last 
meeting he had given this ordinance his attention, and that 
there was no provision for the winding up of the bank, That 

in view of recent closing of banks, and the consequent want 

of confidence in bank-notes, it would be well to adopt some 
means to satisfy the public of their security. He would pro- 
pose that the liability of shareholders should be unlimited in 
reference to bank-notes payable on demand. After conversing 
with the chairman and directors of the corporation, he thought 
this better than giving the notes a first lien on the bank pro- 
perty, which was the plan he had first proposed. 

Mr. Dent remarked that the provision was not in the charter 
of any other bank, He didnot oppose the clause, but merely 
pointed it out. 

His Excellency said that it might become necessary to extend 
the provision to the other banks as well, and he thought the 
Hong Kongand Shanghai Bank would be @ guiner by it, as it 
would have the greater confidence of the public, The Bill 
was read a second time, and the Council went into committee 
on it, 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank, John Dent, Esq., in the chair, the report fand balance 
sheet were duly adopted. A full report will appear in our next 
issue.

—is quite unexceptionable. 


SIAM. 
BANGKOK, 

We take the following from the Bangkok Recorder :— 

“Woe are informed that an audience was given by his Majesty 
the King to Monsieur Aubaret on July 6th, for the reception 
from the Consul’s hand of the autograph letter of Napoleon III., 
Emperor of the French, as also the sword sent by the Emperor 
as a present to his Majesty. What was done with the dagger 
from the Prince Imperial to Prince Somdetch Chow Fa Chu- 
lalongkorn we have not been informed, but suppose it was then 
duly presented to his Royal Highness. 

“ A matter of importance in its bearing upon the future of 
the kingdom has transpired this week at the Royal Palace, The 
young Prince Chow Fa, heir-apparent to the throne, has ceally 
entered for a time the holy orders of the priesthood, without 
which, in the estimation of his Royal father, he would not have 
been fully prepared to occupy the throne of Siam. Wednesday 
and Thursday were devoted to these ceremonies.” 

The following is in reference to the proposed telegraph from 
Rangoon to Singapore :— 

“Tt is hoped that those who have this telegraph project in 
hand will not fail to remember the handsome offer made by 
the merchants of Maulmain. They promise and engage to pay 
all working expenses of the line for a stipulated time. Amherst 
lies almost in a direct course on the route to Bangkok. The 
Government have declined the construction of this line, because, 
as it is said, they have other and more important points to 
connect. They cannot lay down telegraphs everywhere at once, 
and the director-general has no personal knowledge of the pro- 
vince and, as @ consequence, no interest in its commercial or 
political welfare. Twice has this authority vetoed the applica- 
tion laid before him, on this very subject of putting up a 
telegraph wire between the town of Maulmain and the port of 
Amherst, a distance only of twenty-five miles. No reasonable 
doubt can be entertained that if Bangkok can be connected, 
and there is no reason why it should not, with the proposed 
telegrams to the Straits, two important objects will have been 
achieved. One is, that much of the distance will have been 
gained towards Saigon and China; the other is, the line will 
pay better dividends to its shareholders.” 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE.

THE JAPANESE MARRIAGE CEREMONY. 

‘The lower orders of the Japanese employ some married couple to make 
matches for their sons, and these agents are called nakodo, orgo-betweens. 
Betrothal sometimes takes place in the infancy or childhood of parties, but 
is very often deferred till they are old enough to wish to have some voice 
in the matter themselves, which, however, is denied them if they have 
parents living. When, by reason of the death of his parents, a young 
moan is left free to manage the matter in his own behalf, he chooses a pair 
of go-betweens from among his friends {or acquaintance, and through 
them makes inquiries for a suitable help-mate, and when they report the 
discovery of one, he sends them to aolicit her hand of her parents. If the 
proposal suits her parents, the bargain is made, and by their connivance a 
meeting is arranged to take place between the young people at some tea 
house, unless they already kuow each other by sight, where the betrothed 
can only cast sly glances at each other, but are permitted to hold no con = 





versation, as that in the present stage of affairs would bea breach of 
‘Japanese etiquette. 

in arranging matters for the wedding, fixing the day for it, &c., other 
go-betweens are employed, whose office expires only when the two are 
made one. First, the young bridegroom sends the go-betweens with the 
presents to the parents of the bride elect. These may consist of a variety 
of things, varying according to the taste or ability of the bridegroom or 
his parents, provided only that certain things are included in the number ; 
as, for instance, some edible seaweed, and noshi, or strips of dried and pow- 
dered awabi. The preparation of the latter is made chiefly in the depart- 
ment of Iser. If noshi cannot be obtained a kind of dried fish will answer 
the purpose. But whether the presents be few or many, the bridegroom 
must send a written list of the articles along with them, for which a specified 
form is furnished in the Japanese works on the subject. 

‘These presents being received, and the wedding day being fixed between 
the bride's parents and the go-betweens, nothing remains to be done but 
to await the appointed time. Meanwhile the bride and her family are 
occupied in preparing the numerous presents to be made by them to the 
parents and relatives of the bridegroom on the night of the wedding, 

In the evening of the day set for the nuptial ceremony, the bride, 
dtessed throughout in white (the colour of mourning in Japan), is eecorted 
in the kango or norimon by her parents and invited relatives to the house 
of the bridegroom. 

Between the bride and bridegroom is plscea a tray beating three lac- 
Giered cups, one open. another, the smallest at the top. The two butter- 

ies pour a little sake from both their flasks into the uppermost cup, while 
the bridegroom holds it to be filled, grasping it with both hands. He then 
sips the wine three times, in a very slow formal manner, and the 
cup to the bride, who takes it in her hands and takes three similar sij 
under cover of her veil, when she hands the cup to the female butterfly 
who sets it aside. The second cup and the third are filled and emptied in 
like manner, so that each pay drinks nine times. Hence this ceremony 

called san-san-kudo, and forms the most important part of the nuptial 
rites, for it makes the parties husband and wife. While this drinking is 
going on, one or two male singers are seated bebind the screen in the same 
room, chanting songs of congratulation to the happy pait. They are now 
married, and the bride and groom proceed to another room, where they 

iy their respects to her parents, by drinking sake together; nominally, 
ees really going through the san-san-kudo again. After that they are 
conducted to another room, where the bride removes her veil, ant 
changes her white dress for one of bright and gay colours; andthe groom 
puts on the ka-mi-shimi, or Japanese full dress, distinguished by the wing 
like shoulder pieces, and full trousers; and then again they drink to each 
other three times three cups, in mutual congratulation at the happy change 
that has come over them, as indicated by their change of dress. This 
being done, there follows a feast to all in the house, who assemble in one 
room, and regale themselves with the fare set before them ; and having 
kept up the festivities till about the dawn of day, the wedding party breaks 
up. Three days after the bride usually pays a visit to her own parents, 
when another entertainment is made, to which the relatives of the family 
are invited. 

Henceforth the married woman is regarded as having been absorbed, as 
it were, into the family of her husband, and to have sundered her rela~ 
tionship to her father's house. Her duty to her father-in-law and mother- 
in-law supersedes all the obligations of filial piety. 

The common people in their matrimonial rites endeavour to ape as far 
as possible their superiors, the daiiios and other great people of the land. 
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ITALIAN MISSION TO CHINA AND JAPAN. 


It will be remembered that some months ago the Italian Government 
sent out the Magenta on a mission to Japan and the Chinese seas. The 
Gazette de Turin has just published extracts from a letter written home 
by the chief of the expedition, Professor Filippi, and bearing date Singa- 
pore, May 16, 1866. Professor Filippi says that he is well content 
with the materials which he is accumulating in his portfolio, that 
he has made many drawings, and hopes to be able to publish « 
magnificent volume. He says that the expedition had scarcely left the 
sea; it left Montevideo on the 2nd of February, avoiding the Cape, 
and directed its course towards the south between latitude 42 degrees 
and 44 degrees, but that they were met there by cold, fog, heavy seas, 
wind, and tempests. They saw few creatures, not one whale, but clouds 
of procellaria and albatrosses, which, however, disappeared when they 
reached 32 degrees north latitude. The expedition took eighty-six days 
to run from Montevideo to Batavia, with the excitement upon one occa- 
sion of fire on board, but which, thanks to the energy and coolness of the 
captain and his officers, was subdued in twenty minutes. Professor Fili 
and his companions were enchanted with Batavia, where they staid eight 
days. The Governor-General received them magnificently and lodged them 
like princes at Burten, where they saw the most marvellous collection of 
tropical plants in the world, as well as some very interesting animals. They 
hoped to have met there the two eminent naturalists, Bernstein and 
Magulne, but found that both had died in the preceding year. They 
took nine days to cross from Batavia to Singapore, in consequence of @ 
succession of dead calms, but found the Archipelago splendid. The 
arrival of the Magenta at Yokohama has been announced by us. The ex- 
pedition was to start at the end of May for Saigon and Yokobama, just 
touching at Shanghai; the only long halt they intend to maki 
One of the young men of science with Professor Filippi 
Count Arese. ; ae 

The objects of the mission were announced to be military, scientific 
and diplomatic, especially in Japan, but the selection of a scientific man 
for the chief of the expedition would seem to show that the scientific ob- 
ject formed the principal element. Beyond this it is more than probable 
that the supply of silk will occupy considerable attention, the malady 
amongst the silkworms in Italy having committed ravages almost, if not 
quite, equal to those which have placed the French silk growers in such 
terrible position. Whatever may be the commercial or diplomatic fruits 
of the exhibition, there is little doubt that professor Filippi and his friends 
will cull some useful and interesting matter respecting the natural history 
of Japan and other parts of the Far East. 
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COMPLICATIONS IN THE COREA. 

Wx have frequently taken occasion to point out the desir- 
ableness of establishing both political and commercial relations 
with the inhabitants of that important though jealously guarded 
peninsula known as the Cores, and tolexpress satisfaction at the 
belief that]our views on the subject were shared in by the 
Government. Events have recently occurred there of such a 
nature as to warn us that any further delay in so doing will be 
attended with danger both to our own particular prestige in the 
Far East and to the general interests of Christianity and 
civilisation also. At the very time when our last article on the 
subject was penned a murderous persecution of both foreign 
and nativo Christians was being vigorously carried on. It is 
the old story over again. The French missionaries—than 
whom no more zealous and successful propagandists ever existed 
—gained a footing among the primitive inhabitants, procarious 
at first, but of later years more apparently secure; for the 
natives were not unfavourable to the Romish doctrine, aud we 
are told that the number of converts to it exceeded 50,000. 
But the growing magnitude of the new sect at last roused the 
alarm, and doubtless the jealousy of the dominant class; and 
@ savage and relentless persecution was commenced by the 
arrest, torture, and the subsequent execution of the principal 
French clergy, and a general massacre of the native Christians. 

There is little room for doubt as to the course that will be 
adopted by the Imperial Government to obtain redress for this 
outrage. Any immediate operations will doubtless be imprac- 
ticable, the presence of the French Admiral with the greater 
part of his fleet being just now required at Saigon, But during 
next summer full retribution will doubtless be exacted. A 
powerful French force will rudely break into the long-cherished 
seclusion of the Coreans; a heavy indemnity will be required; 
the establishment of diplomatic relations and full religious 
toleration will be enforced ; other missionaries will arrive to 
tako tho place of those so inhumaoly martyred, and consuls 
will be stationed to watch over their safety. Now, if this hes 
to be done in the,interests of the Romish Church, why should 
not the same occasion be made to servo the cause of Pro- 
testantism? And if, as a consequence of the imp ending 
operations, the Corea is to become a secure field for missiouary 
labours, what should prevent its becoming both a safe and a 
Profitable one for commercial enterprise also? By making 
common cause with our neighbours now, we have an opportu- 
nity of attaining both these ends ; together with the satisfac- 
tion of aiding, in yet one more instance, to break through the 
barriers of exclusiveness by which a large portion of the human 
Tace are prevented from mingling with their fellow-citizens of 
the world. We know that Sir Ruraerrorp Atcock has had full 
instructions for some time to take advantago of aay oppor- 
tunity of negotiating with the Corcans, and we trust to hear of 
his having, in conjunction with the French Minister, procured 
@ peaceful opening for a treaty. 

















THE SAN FRANCISCO, JAPAN AND CHINA LINE. 

The long-talked of line of steam communication between 
New York and China, via Panama and San Francisco, is at last 
to become an accomplished fact. When San Francisco was 





settled into one of the United States it was believed that our 
monopoly of American correspondence to China would soon cease. 
Ever since 1850 has the question been agitated, but various 
influences at Washington have succeeded in preventing a sub- 
sidy being granted to this line. It is the greatest anomaly on 
record that our American cousins should have talked so long 
over a thing so practical and useful ; no scheme could be more 
legitimate, it was palpable, and yet there has been sixteen years” 
talk over it. It may be that wo Britishers have had a share in 
that talk, and done all we could to prevent what was so injurious 
to our own supremacy as the ocean carriers of the world 
from being carried into effect; however, talking is now 
over, and action is the order of the day. We announced 
in our last issue] that the line would be opened by the 
despatch of the Pacific Mail Company’s steamer Colorado on 
the 1st January next. This vessel will be followed by other 
steamers of about 4,000 tons, built specially for the service, with 
large accommodation for European and Chinese passengers, The 
question as to calling at the Sandwich Islands en rowe has been 
finally decided agaiast it. It has also been decided that the 
terminus in China should be at Hong Kong, with a smaller 
steamer running between Yokohama, Nagasaki, and Shanghai, 
to connect it with the main line, At present the service is to be 
only a monthly one, but as the connecting links with Panama 
and New York are three times a month, and between Panama 
aud Southampton twice a month, we believe the company will 
soon find sufficient inducement to make the China line 
twice a month. For the monthly service we understand 
the Government subsidy is $500,000 per annum, The 
Company’s steamers leave New York on the lst,{yllth, and 
21st, but the one to correspond with the departure from 
San Francisco for China will be that of the 11th, and the route 
will stand thus :-—

From Yokohama to Shanghai or Hong Kong this passage is 
four and six days respectively. The time will of course be greatly 
shortened when the Pacific Railway shall have been completed, so 
as to form a direct line between New York and San Francisco. 
This route will be via Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and Cincinnati, 
Ohio, onward to the capital of Indiana, thence across Illinois 
and Missouri to Omacha, in Nebraska, from which point sixty 
miles have been constructed, running westward into the wilder- 
ness, Traversing Kansas in a north-westerly direction by the 
old traders’ route to Santa Fe, and a considerable distance of 
Indian territory, it enters Arkansas, from which the way lies 
across Utah, touching upon the famous salt lakes, Running 
south of Colorado, the line stretches across the northern part of 
Arisona, striking the Red River at Fort Moyaire, from which it 
makes its way across Nevada to San Francisco. The section of 
railway from San Francisco to the city of Nevada is already 
built, and, as with the other completed portion of the line, has 
been made available for transit. The Union Pacific Railroad 
will be completed, according to contract, in about eight years from 
the present time. Its length, as nearly as can be calculated, 
will be 2,592 miles ; and it is estimated that the ordinary time 
for accomplishing the through distance will be four, days for ex- 
press and five for ordinary trains, The gradients are for the most 
part eminently favourable. The difficulties, however, of construct- 
ing a road through a wilderness are necessarily very great, arising 
from the transport of materials and the provision of engineering 
facilities. So far great energy has been displayed, and the 
undertaking is in able and efficient hands. 

Although the route via Panama, as it at present exists, effects 
no saving of time for passengers to England, it will make a ma- 
terial diffeernce in the conveyance of telegraphic news, San Fran- 
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cisco being in telegraphic communication with New York,and New 
York by the Atlanticcable with London. We haveonly to allow the 
Sea passage of seventeen days from Yokohama to San Francisco, 
or twenty-one days from Shanghai, while our service by Galle 
occupies twenty-seven from Yokohama and twenty-three from 
Shanghai, allowing that the lines to India are in good working 
order, which unfortunately is the exception, and consequently 
the timo of transit is indefinite, At all events there will then 
be two distinct channels for the conveyance of telegrams be- 
tween America and China, with the certainty of a third at no 
very distant date, sinca the Russo-American telegraph will be 
completed in about two years. 

‘The question of relative cost of conveying passengers and 
cargo we are not able to discuss at present, not having yet re- 
ceived the company’s tariff ; and as regards the accommodation 
for passengers and the exact measure of comfort they may ex- 
pect to enjoy we are of course not in a position to speak. As 
soon however as the line is open we; purpose taking steps to 
furnish a special report on it, as although it will not at present 
bear comparison in point of time with our own mail route, we 
are quite sure that as a change of route it will be availed of to 
great extent, even by residents in China and Japan, who have 
no business with San Francisco; ‘and we need not tell our 
readers that a considerable business is conducted between Hong 
Kong and San Francisco. 

The following comments on the new line are from the Vew 
York Shipping List :— 

“We understand that the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, to whom 
Government awarded the contract for carrying the mails between San 
Francisco and Hong Kong via Kanagawa, have lately added to their li 
the fine new sieamabip Rising Star, and that they have on the stocks, i 
this City, two more steamers of greater tonnage than any vessels belonginy 
to the company. The first steamer (the Colorado) will be despatcho 
from San Francisco in January next, and be followed by the Montana, 
now on the way from this port to California. The establishment of this 
line, in connection with the British line recently established between New 
Zealand and Panama, it is expected will create a new era in the com- 
merce of the Pacific. The Australasian trade will be controlled by the 
British line, but as an offset to this, we shall have the vastly greater and 
richer traffic of China and Japan. The inhabitants of the colonies, in- 
Seding Australia, are few in number compared with those who 
will be brought into direct commercial intercourse with us by 
means of our steamship line ‘across that ocean, Many of the 
most valuable commodities which the world affords are pro- 
duced by the people who dwell upon the borders of the China sea. ‘The 
silk, tea, and cotton which seek a market from that densely populated 
region make it certaiu that this country will come into possession of a 
great trade from beyond the Pacific, a1 soon as the mail steamship line 
commences its work. Steam to China will cause our country to realise 
more forcibly than ever the necessity of a Pacific railroad. ‘That the con- 
struction of this great thoroughfare wil hastened by the increase of 
trade which will be offered by means of a steamship line from the Pacific 
coust to China, at once appears evident. Not only is the commerce 
between China and Japan and our Pacific possessions expected to be 
greatly enlarged, but a large {passenger traffic is confidently looked for. 
A few years ago China furnished no passengers. Now large numbers 
travel to and fro by sail, and it is estimated that at least 5,000 Chinese 
will travel cach way by the steamers, Restrictions upon travel have already 
been removed by the Japanese authorities, and the time may not be far 
distant when that curious and inquiitive people, availing themselves of 
their newly-granted privileges, will travel extensively, and their patronage 
in this way may become of great importance to California.” 


















CHINESE EDUCATION IN ENGLAND. 

Sm Joun Davis, whose name is familiar to all who have 
studied the history of foreign relations with China during the 
past forty years, has, in his recently published volume of Afiscel- 
lanies, traced the rise and progress of Chinese literature in 
England, We fear that he has somewhat overrated the ad- 
vance made by Orientalists in this most important branch of 
study, and we therefore desire to draw attention to the advan- 
tage that might accrue from the encouragement of sound 
Chinese scholarship. At the present moment the language and 
literature of one-third of the human race possess an expositor 
in but one university, and that a university of comparatively 
recent creation, Professor Summers has undertaken an impor- 
tant office, which, however, holds out but few pecuniary attrac- 
tions, and he has devoted himself with much energy to the 
task of familiarising Oriental scholars with the language 
of China, But he labours under many disadvantages, and itis 
not fair to the vast literature over which, metaphorically 
speaking, he in England holds watch and ward, to leave 
him as the solitary guardian of Chinese knowledge, The learned 
Corporations of Oxford, Cambridge, and Dublin have but a faint 
idea of what theyareslighting when they consider the language and 
literature of China beneath their attention, The moral philoso- 
phers, poets, and philologists of the Celestial Empire are far above 
mediocrity, and can without arrogance claim niches beside those 
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allotted to the worthies of ancient Greece and Rome. But eve? 
on the supposition that the entire range of Chinese literatur® 
contained nothing likely to enlighten searchers after truth in 
this enlightened age, it is yet a duty to acquaint ourselves with 
the processes of thought which obtained in China during remote 
ages, and to trace from them+the sequence of theories upon 
which the fabric of government has been built, The Political 
and social constitution of the Chinese people has ever been & 
puzzle, but it has so long continued @ puzzle simply because no 
encouragement has been offered to those competent to attempt 
the solution. We are not about to discuss the relative merits 
of Chinese and (for example) Sanscrit literature. We 
may, however, assert without fear of contradiction that 
the one is intrinsically as valuable in every respect ss 
the other, while, moreover, the progress of events seems to indi- 
cate that at no distant dato political events may give to Chinese 
the only importance it now lacks. As we have said, Professor 
Susomers has hitherto done his duty nobly, but there should be 
in England more than one priest of the Chinese mysteries. So 
much for the general question on purely literary grounds. But 
there are likewise practical considerations to which much weight 
is to be attached. Foreign interests in China are rapidly grow- 
ing in importance, and that they may be developed with the 
greatest possible fairness both to Europeans and natives a large 
class of properly qualified interpreters is absolutely necessary. 
At the present moment not only aro natives the sole modiums 
of communication in all mercantile matters, but many consulates 
are altogether dependent on Chinese linguists. We speak ad- 
visedly when we say that not one in ten of these men is to be 
implicitly trusted. It is true that European public servants in 
China are miserably paid, but the Customs offer a field to young. 
men of education and ability which the present Inspector- 
General is rapidly extendivg, and rendering more and 
more attractive. Merchants are unceasingly raising ener- 
getic protest against the duplicity of their “ compradores” 
in whose hands they find themselves all but powerless, but no 
steps are taken to remove the incubus and remodel the existing 
state of things. Yet a little encouragement offered by the uni- 


y | versities and by the mercantile community in China would 


rapidly call into being a body of Chinese students whose talents 
and energies would be invaluable acquisitions alike to tho 
literary and mercantile world. Missionary societies would also 
soon discover how vastly advantageous to the interests of Chris- 
tianity would be some means of testing the capacity of can- 
didates of labour in the Far East. Young and earnest men are 
often misled by enthusiasm and discover only when too late that 
they are incompetent to discharge the duties they have under- 
taken, It hasbeen repeatedly proved that members of the Consular 
services and missionaries are occasionally unable to surmount 
the initiatory difficulties of the language, and this inability is 
in the one case a certain bar to promotion, in the other a 
source of pecuniary loss, and, still worse, a scandal to the 
missionary cause. The Queey’s service has, as Sir Joun 
Davis justly asserts, given rise to many able sinologues, but 
the official cares of such men as Parkes, Wabz, Hart, and 
Mepuorst, and the less- important but equally absorbing 
interpretorial duties of ALABasrer, Brown, Mayers, and others, 
effectually preclude the possibility of their doing much, if indeed 
anything, for the spread of knowledge with regard to the Chinese 
language. Mr. Wane has already contributed a certain quota, 
but it is vain to expect assistance from any one whose attention 
is absorbed by the routine of daily official work. Amongst the 
missionaries at present labouring in China we are indebted to 
Dr. Lecce and Mr. Epxrys alone for any valuable light on the 
subject to which all are supposed to direct their attention, and 
the names of these gentlemen will ever be connected with the 
history of Chinese philology. It will therefore be seen how little 
can be done until some encouragement is held out, and our de- 
sign now is to suggest the adoption of a plan whereby the 
needed impetus may be given to the study of Chinese. Such s 
plan, in order to be successful, should be elaborated in China, 
Were an exhibition even of comparatively small value offered 
for competition in London University, or in any other institution 
where the study of Chineso is promoted, the result could not 
but be beneficial. The conditions as to the time of study ne- 
cessary before candidates could become eligible, and the standard 
of proficiency to be adopted, might be decided by the patrons in 
China ; while, on the other hand, it would be easy to find men 
now resident in England fully competent to direct Chinese 
studies and examine candidates, We throw this out merely as 
& suggestion, but we are moved to doso by the well-known 
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munificence of the merchants in China, and more especially by 
the recollection of the generosity displayed by Mr. JosErH 
Janpine, at whose expense (in great measure) the edition of the 
classics by Dr. Lecen was published. 


LI HUNG-CHANG. 

The Times’ Shanghai correspondent has lately thrown into a 
tangible form the desultory rumours regarding Lr Furar’s 
designs on the Imperial throne which for some years have been 
bandied from mouth to mouth in China. We are not disposed 
to undervalue the importance of observations made upon the 
spot or to speak slightingly of circumstances which though un- 
detailed may form an accumulative mass of evidence in favour 
of the opinions advanced in The Times, Separated by a prodi- 
gious interval from the theatre of events, and dependent for 
information upon the ever varying reports that find their way 
with more or less of authority into the Anglo-Chinese papers 
and into the letters of our correspondents, we are compelled to 
fall back on the ex post fucto argument, and confine ourselves to 
proving that under the most favourable circumstances such and 
such events did not take place, and that therefore the probabi- 
lity is that these events will not take place. The means of com- 
munication between the open ports and the interior are so 
scanty and uncertain that an undue amount of reliance is in 
general placed upon native statements, The accounts brought 
by traders from the remote districts of Yunan and Kansu, 
no matter how vague, are at once accepted for want of better, 
and few venture to suggest that the existence of interested 
motives in the creation and propagation of these travellers’ tales, 
Upon such sources and upon the Peking Gazette foreigners are 
obliged to depend for all they know about the interior of China, 
and it is needless to do more than to assert that the facts de- 
rived from travelling traders and the published memorials of the 
officials arc alike unworthy of trust and confidence. But such 
as they are they command attention and respect, and must 
continue to do so until some more reliable means of communi- 
cation with the interior be devised. Even information regard- 
ing events occurring at Nanking is all but inaccessible at 
Shanghai, and by the time it has reached foreigners it has 
passed through perhaps a hundred mouths, to each of which it 
is indebted for some fresh colouring or some more material 
alteration. It is upon evidence thus modified that all specula- 
tions regarding the progress of prospective events must rest. 
The actual condition of affairs at Nanking, which is now the 
seat of Li's Government, may be ascertained by forcign eye- 
witnesses, and may be detailed with tolerable accuracy, but the 
motives that have suggestcd the warlike preparations that create 
so much suspicion are matters of mere hearsay, and may or 
may not be justly ascribed to the Governor-General, Thero 
appears to bo no doubt that Nanking has of late been very 
strongly fortificd, and that the armament collected within its 
walls was suflicient to rendcr it impregnable to all attacks from 
a purely native enemy, Whether there is any reason to sup- 
pose that the southern capital has thus been rendered more 
formidable to a foreign foe is a matter of opinion ; suffice it to 
say that the officers in command of British gunboats on the 
Yangtsze confidently assert that Nanking could as casily be 
taken in 1866 as was Chinkiang in 1842. It is also undeniable 
thatthe entire provinco of Kiangsu is in a state of warlike 
preparation ; that large arsenals have been established in various 
places, and that garrisons are maintained at all the most im- 
portant strategic points, Lastly, it seems clear that the deso- 
lation induced by the long continued existence of the Taiping 
rebellion in Kiangsu and Ankwei has rendered unnecessary avy 
attempt to render these latter provinces more inaccessible than 
they are at present. So far the Vice-Royalty entrusted to the 
hands of Li Iuxa-Craxo appears to be, as it really is, maintained 
ona war footing. But we do not thercfore rashly assume the 
existence of any arriére pensée in Li HunG-Cuasc’s breast ; we 
are satisfied for the present to believe that in adopting the 
measures he has adopted the safety of his provinces is his only 
care. We are not sure that the ever-recurring Nienfei alarms 
are so insignificaut as they are occasionally represented to be. 
On the contrary, when we acknowledge how little we really 
know regarding the extent and importance of these movements, 
weare disposed rather to accept the Governor-General’s estimate 
than to pin our faith to the semi-ludicrous pictures drawn for 
our behoof by newspaper correspondents at the ports. It must 
be remembered that such as the Imperial troops are such also 
are the insurgents under whatever banner they may assemblo, 
‘Tho raw material is the same, the influences exerted upon both 





sides are identical, and with sufficient money at command no 
rebel atmy need be without foreign officers, foreign guns, 
foreign small arms, and foreign powder. That it should be so 
is matter for sincere regret in view of our treaties with the 
Imperial Government, and of the constant misunderstandings to 
which such guasi foreign opposition gives rise. But that it 
actually is so the history of the Taiping rebellion sufficiently 
proves. There can be no doubt that any rebellious movement 
which has for its end a political object, will tond towards the 
province of Kiangsu. We have seen that it was so in the case 
of the Taipings, and we may fairly assume that the possession 
of the ancient capital of the Empire would appear to any rebel 
chief the most desirable object to attain. Moreover, Kiangsu 
represents the mercantile wealth of China, and within its 
boundaries if anywhere an understanding with foreigners must 
be arrived at. Apart therefore from all personal considerations 
in the case of Li Huna-Cuana, we can well imagine the Central 
Government itself directing special attention to the capabilities 
of Kiangsu and the adjacent provinces. 

We should also recollect that Lr Huna-Caana is not the 
head of a party; he is not even popular man. In Tsana 
Kvo-ran he lives and moves and has his being. To him he owes 
his first introduction to public life, and all his subsequent 
honours and distinctions have been conferred through ‘Isena 
Kvo-ran’s influence exerted directly or indirectly. At least 
until the death of his chief he is powerless to act independently 
of him. But Tsena Kvo-ran has so little to gain and so much 
to risk by juining any rebellious or revolutionary scheme that 
he may fairly be said to be above suspicion. The same in a 
modified sense is true of Lit Hune-Caana, although it is of 
course difficult to form a conclusion as to the ultimate desings 
of an ambitious man still in the prime of life. But, as we have 
said, Lr is not a popular man either with natives or with 
foreigners. From the former his success has in part estranged 
him, and his excessive nepotism has alienated the affections of 
all the provincial officials but those who belong {to his own 
family or province, ‘he latter trait in his character has called 
forth several memorials to the throne, to at least one of which 
he has been directed to draw up a formal answer. To describe 
his conduct towards foreigners as insolent and overbearing in 
the extreme is to give but a faint picture of the position wherein 
he stands with regard to the European and American Consular 
representatives. From them he has no sympathy to expect, no 
assistance to anticipate. His removal or degradation would be 
grateful to the personal feclings even of those who believe that 
for the purcly internal administration of his government he is 
the right man in the right place. Out of countless instances 
that we might enumcrate we assign but three :—the murder of 
Burceving, for which no satisfaction has been offered to the 
American Government ; the difficulties thrown in the way of 
free-trade with tho interior in the matter of steambonts on the 
inner waters, and notably in the case of British subjects, by the 
uncondoned outrages upon Messrs, JaRpivg, Marizson, end 
Co.’s property ; and the refusal to restore to the French Jesuit 
fathers the land formerly occupied by their mission at Nanking. 
These are mere isolated examples which will recall many others 
to the minds of those who have followed the course of events 
in China during the past few years. But besides all this, we 
would lay especial stress on the fact that when the ball was at 
his foot, when opportunitics were not wanting, when the Impe- 
rial Government was apparently at the last gasp, Lr Hone 
Cuane remained faithful, and obstinatcly refused to coalesce with 
any of the great parties by whom the State was then torn, 
‘Iwo years ago ho had but to say a word,{and a southern empire 
would have risen upon the ashes of tho Taiping misrule; and 
we must underrate not only his talents but his natural feelings 
if we assume that the temptation did not suggest itself to him. 
Well informed upon every shade of European opinion with re- 
gard to the advisability of interference in the internal affairs of 
China, and conscious of the vast induccments he had it in his 
power to hold out, he might well doubt whether England, 
France and Russia would offer any material opposition to his 
designs. But notwithstanding this his aim seemed to be to 
strengthen the Empire by extending to the provinces and to 
the north the advantages he had by his individual energy and 
enterprise gained from foreign assistance. Not only were the 
Imperial armics in Hunan, Hupeh, and Fukien recruited from 
his disciplined forces, and the Imperial arsenals in those pro- 
vinces supplied by him with foreign arms and with shot and 
shell manufactured in his own workshops, but the Peking Go- 
vernment wasurged to send down Tarter officers and workmen to 
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learn the wondrous secrets of gun-making and projectile manu- 
facture brought to light by Macartney and others in the 
Soochow and Shanghai foundries. These facts speak for them- 
selves. We do not desire to act, self-appointed, as advocates 
for Lx Huna-Caana; indeed we would recommend the 
European representatives in China to take careful note of his 
proceedings ; but with such evidence as we possess at present 
we must decline to join in the anticipations of evil to which 
The Times’ correspondent appears to have committed himself. 





PROFITS OF COFFEE CULTIVATION IN CEYLON. 

Taene are few of the leading problems of political economy 
on which colonial experience is not calculated to throw light, 
worked out, as they are, under new conditions, and free from 
artificial restrictions, That industry must always be arrested 
at that point where the expenses of production can no longer 
be replaced with reasonable profit, is one of the soundest maxims 
of industrial science, and there are those in Ceylon who would 
appear to be in a constant state of apprehension that this will 
be'the fate of her chief staple, The short-sightedness which 
measures the future by the present has always been the fruitful 
source of error. In the last thirty years of coffee cultivation in 
Ceylon, how frequent and, we may add, how varied have been 
the forms of vicissitude which the planting interest has en- 
countered! If the question of remunerative returns is that 
which is now being most actively discussed, the means also have 
become more apparent by which, in face of increased production 
and somewhat lowered rates, satisfactory returns may be secured. 
We do not, however, include within these means @ proposition 
that has found expression, that merchants dealing in Ceylon 
coffee should lower their commissions and charges for interest. 
If we mistake not, the competition between the Colombo mer- 
chants themselves has been somewhat too keen, even for their 
own interests. Mercantile capital, too, is entitled toan indem- 
nity equal to that capital employed in other branches of indus- 
try. These commissions are wrongly regarded as so much sub- 
traction from the wealth of a country. Nothing so stimulates 
its productive powers as the exchanges effected. It is, never- 
theless, to the interest of all parties that transactions should 
be carried on with the least expense possible, but not so as to 
retard the investment of capital. It is in economic manage- 
ment, in more careful and skilful culture, and in the superior 
preparation of the berry that Ceylon planters must look for 
the margin of assured profit. Many of the difficulties pleaded 
as attending the profitable cultivation of coffee are rathor refer- 
able to the embarrassed financial condition of the complaining 
planters from the outset, than increasing production and competi- 
tion, Where profits already go to get: bills discounted, it must be 
an exceptionally good fortune that will hereafter provide a hand- 
some surplus, The profitable cultivation of coffee in Ceylon 
domands, besides sufficient means, greater skill than ever, a 
requirement tending to discourage disqualified individuals from 
entering on the enterprise, The growth of other articles for 


which soil and climate give Ceylon special advantages—such | b* 


especially as increase the cultivable area, occupying land not 
suited for coffee—would render estates more remunerative. A 
system of rotation of crops has yet to be introduced, When 
Northern Australia is threatening a close competition with 
Ceylon coffee, Batavian houses having established them- 
sclves in Queensland for its cultivation, it is time tbat 
the economic conditions to which we have referred were 
more fully studied, and more united action taken among 
planters to secure them. Such a conviction evidently 
exists at Coylon itsclf, and a more perfected organisation of the 
planting interest is tho result. Various incidental influences, 
wanting in earlier times, now aid the development of coffee 
production in Ceylon, among which we may note the increase 
of foreign trade, the improved demand for Plantation in Eng- 
land and in the Continental markets, and tho prospect of long- 
continued ease in the money market—a state of things 
not likely to be again affected by the samo concurrence 
of causes which led to the lato disastrous orisis. That 
crisis has served to render evident the generally healthy cha- 
racter of the trading relations of Ceylon not only with this 
but other countries ; and, whilst repressing speculative enter- 
prises at home, it has directed more attention than ever to 
colonial investments, for which Ceylon offers splendid tempta- 
tions, now that those great deterrent causes—the absence of 
suthcient reliable labour and of suitable outlets to the remoter 
districts, aro in course of being removed, Judging from the data 





before us, the coffee exports of the present year will but slightly 
fall short of those of 1865, a year that witnessed the largest 
annual shipment on record, Oonsidering the extended prepara- 
tions made for future culture, the increased facilities of trans- 
port, and the prospect of that abundance of labour which will 
reduce it to the ordinary rules of competition, we may antici- 
pate, under favouring seasons, that the production for 1866-67 
will be far in advance of any previously recorded. 








In our last issue we stated that a Chinaman named Ah-Yuk 
was endeavouring to introduce coolie labour into the Southern 
States of America, Advices from New Orleans inform us that 
Ah-Yuk’s mission had so far succeeded that he had contracted, 


through cotton factors, for 20,000 Chinese labourers for 
planters. 








MUSEUM OF CHINESE AND JAPANESE OBJECTS IN 
THE LOUVRE. 


A small suite of rooms bas recently been opened In the Louvre con- 
taining a collection of Chinese and Japanese objects of art and curicslty 
well arranged. Among the artistic products are a quantity of coloured 
drawings, including figures, landscapes, scenes and botanical speci- 
mens, and some of the first epecially resent characteristics which aré 
not usually to be found in collections of Chinese drawings, such as 4 few 
almost nude female Sgures not at all ill-drawn, and a curious anatomical 
or artistic figure, every part being elaborately marked either with references 
to ‘anatomy or proportions, perhaps both. The enamels include some 
very beautiful specimens, such as incense burners, vases, cups and salvei 
all in good preservation, and exhibiting brilliant examples of colour an 
harmony, for which they have evidently been selected, China is small 
in quantity, but includes, amongst other specimens, two bottle-shaped 
ewers and basins of the most beautiful manufacture, and apparently without 
spec or flaw 3 and there are some very good examples of decorated earthen- 
ware, baving coloured ornaments on a cinnamon ground. 

‘The jade, rock crystal, and other articles in bard and precious stones, 
without being remarkable for any very large pieces, include specimens of 
all modes of application of this braneh of art, whether in the production of 
special ornaments or in the decoration of furniture ; and other objects of 
use or art, such, for instance, as the representation on screens of collections 
of vases and imitative wares, flowers and other objects, producing at first 
sight the appearance of cabinets filled with precious objects of virta. 
There are some very choice specimens of fine bronze, amongst which a 
pair of bells or gongs of flattened form banging within a bronse frame and 
elaborately decorated deserve attention, The artist has exhibited his in= 
genuity by inserting in the suspending chain, just above the bell, a ring of 
jade, with view no doubt to render the sound of the bell more clear and 
crisp by Preventing the waves of sound being continued by the metal 
chain and stand. ‘The carvings in ivory are not remarkable, the specimens 
being chiefly of the ordinary kind, such as a concentric pierced ball, paper 
knives, baskets, and comb backs ; but the articles in carved wood, such as 
mandarins’ sceptres or batons, boxes, and ornaments, are numerous, and 
show that in the workmanship of these articles the Chinese have nothing to 
fear from the rivalry of any nation under the sun ; the carving is free and 
beautiful, closely studied from nature, and, as picturesque, not highly 
artistic carving, it would be difficult to find better examples. 

The collection of figures of all kinds, gilt, coloured, and dressed, is large 
and good ; there is a female divinity with a child in her arms seated on = 
lotus or lily flower beneath a beautifully carved joss-house, with the 
burners for the joss-sticks in their places in front, which is very remarkal 
from the excellent modelling of the face and other parts of the figure, which 
is of life sixe. There is also a full-sized figure of a man or god with a 
beard in real hair, brilliantly gilt like the former, which exhibits much art. 

here are many other figures, gilt or coloured, serious or comic, which 
illustrate the talent of the Chinese in this curious form of art industry. 

‘The furniture includes two curious bedsteads, one like a circular cabin, 
which only requires the removal of the legs to convert it into a gigantic 
cradle berm bed; some very beautiful tables with inlaid ornaments in 
jade and ‘enamelled mountings, some very handsome cabinets and china 
stands, and many examples of the best kind of work in papier maché and 
lacquer. A very large compound travelling chest, with beautifully wrought 
iron handles to receive the bearers’ poles, could certainly not be matched 
in Europe as regards the perfection of its lines and angles, the simplicity 

i , and especially the beauty of the black laquer of its whole sur- 

very perfection of workmanship. 

mail collection of arms, executioners’ knives, bows, arrows, 
and other implements and utensils, just sufficient to give a fair idea 
of the dition of Chinese manufactures of this class. Lastly, 
there is a small series of musical instruments, stringed and brass, 
which gives we believe a pretty complete idea of the musical apparatus of 
the Chinese; the brass horns are nearly all of a peculiar shape, some hav- 
ing large tubular ends with trumpet mouths, while others are curiously 
bent, and look more like pipes for smoking than for the emission of sweet 
sounds. They are however simple in form compared to the famous saxo- 
phones and other instruments of M. Sax. 

‘The opening of this special gallery is one more indication of the atten- 
tion paid by the Imperial Goveroment to everything relating to China and 
the Eastern Seas, and of its desire to familiarise the public with such 
matte! For the benefit of visitors who are not well acquainted with the 
more intricate portions of the great Museum of the Louvre, it will be well 
to state that the Chinese and Japanese collection is to be found in the 
upper floor of the Museum, at the end of the Gallerie de la Marins, and 
adjoining the room containing the weapons, utensils, implements, and 
other productions of the Pacific Islands and other uncivilised or half- 
civilised nations, The new gallery is evidently only a commencement, but 
itis alwortby one,

STOPPAGE OF THE ASIATIO BANK. 

We regret to announce the stoppage of the Asiatic Bank 
Corporation at Bombay, followed by the suspension of the Lon- 
don establishment. The Asiatic is known to have made heavy 
losses, but it was believed they would pull through. The bank 
was formed in Bombay in 1863 under very favourable auspices, 
and shortly after its formation new shares were issued in London 
at £15 premium. The shares are of £20 each, with £10 paid, 
but the shareholders are liable as a chartered institution to 
double the amount of capital. The price of the shares has been 
41 to £3, and to-day there is no price. The subscribed capital 
is £2,000,000, of which £750,000 is paid up. The liabilities 
are estimated at over £3,000,000, but chiefly in India, The 
branches were at Bombay, Calcutta, Ceylon, Singapore, Hong 
Kong, and Shanghai. Tho London bankers are the Bank 
of England and the London Joint-Stock. The directors are :—

The acceptances of Messrs. J.B. Cumming and Co., in the 
Singapore, Siam, and China trade, have been returned. No 
statement of the suspension of the firm has been aunounced, 
and it is alleged that the bills so returned were dishonoured 
under peculiar circumstances, which it is expected will shortly 
be arranged. We are informed that other acceptances, due on 
the same day, were duly honoured. 

The bar silverand Mexican dollars brought by the West 
India packet, together with a large quantity of silver by the 
steamer, amountingjin the aggregate to about £600,000, have 
been disposed of for shipmont to the Continent. The bar 
silver realised 61d. per oz. and the Mexican dollars 598d. per 
oz., establishing in both instances an advanco of 4d. upon the 
rates realised for the previous arrivals. 

Tho biddings for £325,000 in bills on India took place on 
the 3rd, at the Bank of England. Theproportions allotted were 
—to Calcutta, £203,000 ; to Madras, £2,000 ; and to Bombay, 
£91,500. The minimum price was fixed at 1s. 108d. on all 
three Presidencies, being an advance of 1 per cent. as regards 
Calcutta and Madras. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras, at 
1s, 113d., will receive about 43 per cent., and on Bombay, at 
1s. 114d., in full; above these rates, in full. These results 
show a rise equal to 1} per cent. iv the rates given for bills on 
Calcutta, and 4 per cent. on Bombay, and make a total advance 
of between 4 and 5 per cent. within three weeks. 

Tea is decidedly firmer, but the chief business of the week 
has been in old teas. {Several vessels have arrived from Foo 
Chow with new teas, including the Ada, Flying Spur, Chinaman, 
and Falcon, The Eliza Shaw is hourly expected with the new 
Moning's from Hankow. The total export to Sept. 11 is reported 
at 60 million pounds. The silk by the present mail (French) 
is about 2,600 bales China and Japan, and the next P, and O, 
mail leaving Hong Kong 28th August, and expected hero on the 
13th or 14th, has about 1,500 bales, The quotations are 32s. 
to 32s. 6d. for No. 3 Tsatlees, aud by telegrams from Shanghai 

625 taels, or about 34s. laid down. 

Cotton is once more “King.” The rise at Liverpool con- 
tinues daily, althoughtit is to a great extent purely speculative, 
still it is the opinion of first-rate authority that tho rise will 
be maintained. Wo are glad to see that China and Japan 








descriptions have participated in the rise, and China is now up 
to 104d. The increased demand for money at present rates is 
attributable to the cotton speculation. Strange to say, that 
the Manchester markets have not responded to the upward 
movement. 

‘The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Tanjore, from Southampton on the 4th inst, was—In gold, to 
Alexandria, £1,800 ; in silver, to Hong Kong, £4,500. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month and eight months 
ended August 31st still continue to manifest a favourable ap- 
pearance, and the late commercial panic does not appear to have 
affected the value of the exports from and imports into this 
country to so great an extent as might have been supposed. 
The total declared value of the exports during the month of 
August of this present year was £17,450,166, against 
£14,158,648 during the same month of 1865, and £16,274,269 
in August, 1864; thus there is an increase for the month of 
£3,291 608 over 1865, and of 1,175,887 over 1864. For the 
eight months ended August 31st of this year the total declared 
value of the exports was £125,265,820 ; for the correspond- 
ing period last year {their value was, £102,400,696 ; and for 
the eight months of 1864, £108,716,219. These show an in- 
crease in value for 1866, of £22,865,124 over 1865, and of 
£16,549,601 over 1864. Of the enumerated imports, 
the returns are given up to the 3lst July, and their 
total declared value for the month ending with that date was 
£19,597,929 ; in the same month of 1865 their value was 
£18,964,190, and in 1864, £20,458,253. These figures show 
an increase in value over 1865 of £633,739, and a decrease 
from the value of the imports for the month of July, 1864, of 
£860,324, The total value of the imports for the seven 
months ended July 31st, 1866, was £134,87],287 ; for the cor- 
responding period of 1865, £94,305,062, and for 1864, 
£119,068,429, This shows an increase in value of £40,566,225 
over 1865, and of £15,802,858 overj1864. It will thus be 
seen that, although the value of the imports for the month only 
is below the value for the corresponding month in 1864, the 
total value of the seven months’ imports for 1866 is in excess 
of that for 1864.
